— In exercise of the powers conferred hy the proviso to clause (3) 
of article 320 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following regu- 
lations further to amend the Union Public Service Commission (Exemption from 
Consultation) Regulationf, 1958, namely: — 

1. (1) Thebe Regulations may be called the Union Public Service Commission 
(Exemption from Consultation) Amendment Regulations, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In sub-regulation (1) of regulation 5 of the Union Public Service Commission 
(Exemption from Consultation) Regulations, 1958, in clause (a), for sub-clause 
(iv), the following sub-clauses shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(iv) reduction to a lower stage in the time-scale of pay for a specified 
period, with further directions as to whether or not the Government 
•servant will earn increments of pay during the period of such 'reduc- 
tion and whether on expiry of such period, the reduction will or will 
not have the' effect of postponing the future Increment^ of his pay! 

(ivA) reduction to a lower time-scale of pay, grade, post of Service with 
or without further directions regarding conditions' of restoration 1 to- 
me grade or post or Service from which the Government servant 
was reduced and his seniority and pay on sych restoration to that 
grodt^ pofct of Service;”

either as a Permissive Stop signal or as a Manual Stop signal, as 

required. It is a fixed signal having both manual and track circuit 
controls;”; 


2. after 443, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“444, Manual-cum-Permissive Stop signal . — (1) The normal aspect of a 
Manual-cum-Permissive Stop signal when worked as Permissive Stop 
signal is ‘off’ in the direction of the traffic established, but when it is 
worked as Manual Stop signal, it Is 'on’. 


A Manual-cum-Permissive Stop signal shall be provided with a marker which 
shall show a white illuminated letter ‘A’ only when the signal works 
as a Permissive Stop signal in the direction of traffic established. The 
l"tter 'A’ shall be distinctly visible, when lit, both by day and right. 

<3) (a) When a Manual-cum-Permissive Stop signal is worked as a Permis- 
sive Stop signal in the direction of traffic established, rules 430, 437, 
and 438 shall apply. 

<b) When a Manual-cum-Permissive Stop signal Is worked as a Manual Stop 
signal and becomes defective, It may only be passed under relevant 
rules detailed In Chapter II, Section (E) or In accordance with special 
instructions. 

<4) Where a Manual-cum-Permissive Stop signal acts as a Gate signal it 
shall be provided with a yellow marker disc with letters ‘AG’ in black 
in addition to the ‘A’ marker light. When a Driver finds such a signal 
at ’on', with the 'A' marker light extinguished, he must sound his 
whistle to warn the Gateman and bring his train to a stop in rear 
of the signal. If after waiting for one minute by day and two minutes 
by night, the signal Is not taken ‘off’, he must draw his train ahead 
cautiously and stop in rear of the level crossing. Alter ascertaining 
that gates are locked against the road traffic and on getting hand 
signals from the Gateman, the Driver must sound his whistle end 
cautiously proceed upto the next Stop signal. Since the gate signal 
may have been at ’on' either due to a defect in the interlocking 
arrangement at the level crossing gate or due to an obstruction ahead 
between the gate signal and the next Stop signal, he must, therefore, 
comply with the provisions of rule 436.”.

— Whereas the goods referred to in the allegations enumerated in 
the enclosed annexure appear to be liable To confiscation under section 111 of the 
Customs Act, 1962. 


And whereas the owner concerned in view of the allegations contained in the 
said annexure appear to be liable to penalty under section 112 of the Customs Act, 
1902. 


Now therefore the owner concerned is hereby required to explain the matter 
and to show cause to the Dy. Collector of Customs and Central Excise 38, M, G. 
Marpr, Allahabad within one month of the date of the issue of this notice why the 
goods mentioned in annexure should not be confiscated under section 111 of the 
Customs Act, 1962 and why he should not be penalised under section 112 of the 
Customs Act, 1902. 


The owner concerned should also produce at the time of showing cause all the 
evidence upon which he intends to rely in support of his defence. He should also 
Indicate in the written explanation whether he would like to avail of the opportu- 
nity to be heard In person before the case Is adjudicated. If no mention is made 
about this In his written explanation, it would be presumed that he does not 
desire a personal hearing.

A surprise visit was conducted at Gonda Railway Station to check the trains

The Customs and Central Excise Officers Gondn during the tontine checking 
visited Gonda Rly. Station and checked the brake van of 9 UP train on 20th March, 
1971. One consignment of two G. P. packages booked from Rly. Station Siwan to 
Kanpur Central with contents declared as “Raishmi goods” on the Guard’s copy 
of parcel way bill created a suspicion as to how such goods were despatched 

from a remote place to an Industrial area of Kanpur. 

Under the circumstances Railway authorities were approached and the said 
packages were unloaded from the train for the examination in the presence of two 
independent witnesses which resulted in the recovery of the foreign goods as men- 
tioned" in the enclosed sheet. The foreign goods were concealed under the taxtile 
fabrics of Indian origin detailed In the enclosed list of goods seized. 

Efforts were made to locate the actual consigner of the said consignment which 
as per the P. W. Bill No. 408307 of N.E, Rly. was booked in the name of one Shri 
Vlrjesh Kumar holding III class ticket No. 06824 dated 20th March, 1971 and ac- 
cordingly must have been travelling in the same train. Due enuiriqes were made 

through Railway authorities of the said train but nobody came forward to own the 
goods and thus the goods were treated as unclaimed. 

The foreign goods detailed in the enclosed list were therefore seized under 
section 110 of the Customs Act 1962 in the reasonable belief that these have been 
smuggled from Nepal In contravention of the provisions of notification No. 76/F. 
No. 80/83/65-LCI dated 19th June, 1965 issued under section 11 of the Customs 
Act, 1962. 

Goods of Indian origin were also seized under section 119 of Customs Act. 1962 
as they were utilised in concealing the smuggled goods in the two packets. 

The owner is also informed that the aforesaid foreign goods have been seized 
in the reasonable belief that they are smuggled one and burden of proing otherwise 
lies on them as contemplated under section 123 of the Customs Act, 1962.

— Whereas the goods referred to in the allegations indicated 
in the enclosed annexure appear to be liable to classification under Section 111 
of the Customs Act, 1962. 

And whereas the owner concerned in view of the allegations contained in the 
said annexure appear to be liable to penalty under section 112 of the Customs 
Act, 1952. 

Now therefore the owner concerned hereby required to explain the matter and 
to show cause to the Dy. Collector of Customs and Central Excise, 38 M. G. Marg 
Allahabad within one month of the date of the issue of this notice why the goods 
mentioned in annexure should not be confiscated under section 112 of the Customs 
Act, 1962. 

The owner concerned should also produce at the time of showing cause all the 
evidence upon which he intends to rely in support of his defence. He should also 
indicate in the written explanation whether he would like to avail of the apportunity 
to be heard in person before the case is adjudicated. If no mention is made about 
this in his -written explanation, It would be presumed that he does not desire a 
personal hearing. 

If no cause is shown against the action proposed to be taken within one month 
of the issue of this notice, or the owner concerned does not appear befpre the ad- 
judicating officer when the case Is posted for hearing, the case will be decided 
exparte on Its own merits.

Annexure 

The Customs and Central Excise officers Gonda during the routine checking 
visited Gonda Rly. Station on 8th March, 1971 and checked 1 UP train. One con- 
signment of 3 packages booked from Railway station Kamakhyaguri North Frontier 
Railway to Kanpur bridge with contents declared as “Katha” on the Guard’s copy 
of P.W. bill created a suspicion as to why the consignment was booked for Kanpur 
bridge whereas Kanpur Central and Anwarganj stations are reputed for Kirana 
Mandi and are also situated in the Main Market of Kanpur where the wholsesale 
dealers of Kirana merchants are situated. 

Under the circumstances Railway authorities were approached and the said 
packages were unloaded from the train for examination in the presence of two 
independent witnesses which resulted in recovery of three bundles of foreign Dal- 
chini kept tightly in the plywood chests and wrapped with besian coverings on 
which certain chinesce letters are markings viz. “Sailing Boat Brand”, “H.A.C.” 
“7215” "Chitgong” on two packages and Sailing Boat Brand M.S.A.L. 1 — 37 Chitta- 
gong on the thir package were soon. It thus appeared that the bundles were 
originally sent to Chittagong falling in East Pakistan from Hong Kong famous for 
growing for Dalchani and from Chittagong it was smuggled into India and subse- 
quently booked from Railway station Kamakhyaguri by Shri Gouri Shanker 
Maheshwari for self for Kanpur Bridge, It was also seen that few pieces of in- 
deginous Katha were seen kept in the plywood chests. On enquiries at Kamakhya- 
guri it was confirmed that Shri Gauri Shanker Maheshwari has rented godown 
at Kamaqkhyaguri belonging to one Sova Chand and as a result of search of the 
godown thir country goods, Dalchini and dry chillies valued at Rs. 11,890 were 
recovered on 10th March, 1971 by the Customs staff. 

Efforts were made to locate the actual consignor of the said packages and due 
enquiries were made through railway authorities of the said but nothing could 
be known and thus the goods were declared as unclaimed. 

The above goods were seized under section 110 of the Customs Act, 1962 in the 
reasonable belief that these have been smuggled from Nepal In contravention of 
the provisions Notification No. 78/F.No. 80/83|65-LCI dated 19th June, 1985 issued 
under section 11 of the Customs Act, 1962.
